Catholic cathedral at Fifth avenue and 


Craig street, was formally dedicated 


today amid much pomp and ceremony, 


and the eloquent sermon of Cardinal 


Gibbons that followed was heard by 


fully 4.000 people. 
The dedicatory 


services proper were commenced early 


in thc forenoon, when His Eminence, 


in his scarlet robes, attended by arch­ 


bishops and bishops garbed in purple, 
and scores of white robed priests, en­ 
tered upon the formal duties, accord­ 
ing to the requirements of the church 
ritual for such occasions. 
Thc stately 
walls, roofs, pillars, and every part of 
the massive building, were blessed and 
sprinkled with holy oils and perfumed 
waters. 
On the floor 
as Ives 
were 
strewn in the shape of a cross, and 
therein Bishop Canevin inscribed the 
letters of the Latin and Greek alpha­ 
bet, symbolical of the fact that thc 
edifice was consecrated to God for and 
on behalf of thc people of all nations. 
When the formal ceremonies had 
been concluded the doors were thrown 
open to the public, and the crowd be­ 
gan pouring in. 
Mass was then cele­ 
brated in the presence of thc cardinal 
and prelates. 
The music was a con­ 
spicuous part <»f the ceremonies. Thc 
musical program was under thc di­ 
rection of Prof! Joseph 
Ottcn.

boys* choir, a priests’ choir and the 
Capuchin Fathers’ choir figured in the 
event. 
Description of the Cathedral 
T he new cathedral has been over 
two years in building, and an almost 
fabulous sum of money has been spent 
in its construction. 
Thc edifice has 
two large spires, and in this and sev­ 
eral other respects cl^sel yresemblcs 
the celebrated cathedral of Cologne. 
It is an example of pure Cothic ar­ 
chitecture. 
It is the only cathedral in 
America to have the double cclestory 
arrangement. 
The pulpit stands in 
.the middle of the building, between 
thc entrance and the sanctuary, in­ 
stead of at the end. 
To enable all 
members of the congregation to face 
thc pulpit the backs of the pews be­ 
tween that point and the altar are re­ 
versible. 
Front the face of the towers to the 
sanctuary the distance is 220 feet, and 
inside width of the transept is 
128 feet.
